Grayling slammed Mancelona 
34 to 12 while the Blue Devils 
bowed to the Ironmen 14 to 7 in 
the season's opener. On the other 
hand Grayling took a 45 to 0 
shellacking from the Charlevoix 
Rayders while Gaylord held them; 
to a 20 to 0 score last Friday. Both 
teams lost by about the same mar- 
gin to Pellston. - Grayling's 
offensive power which has flashed 
on a few occasions this fall gives 
them a slight edge over the in- 
vading purple and gold of Gaylord. 

Gaylord's offense is set up on a 
single wing attack and an unbal- 
anced line.
